The portions adopted in­ 
clude seven causes tinder which an­ 
nulment of a marriage may be ob­ 
tained and six causes for absolute di­ 
vorce. 
Delegates from twenty-seven states 
and the District of Columbia and rep­ 
resent at Ives of all Protestant denom­ 
inations who attended the internation­ 
al conference on 
marriage, together 
with 
the 
Catholic 
prelate, 
Bishop 
Shaniey of North Dakota, attended tho 
sessions, which were presided over bv 
Governor Peri ny packer. 
The im portant changes in the bill 
are the striking out of till references 
to proceedings and practice, leaving 
tho question for the various legisla­ 
tive bodies to pass upon. 
The carnie for which divorce can be 
granted are infidelity, felony, bigamy, 
desertion, habitual drunkenness and 
intolerable cruelty, and in the discus­ 
sion of the various sections there was 
little opposition to any of these pro­ 
visions, but In the list for causes for 
annulm ent of marriage opposition was 
presented against several.

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No M ore W o m e n W ill Be Nam ed for 
Office in Colorado. 
Denver, Nov. 14.—Leaders of both 
big political parties announce that no 
more women will be nominated fo»• 
office, except possibly state superin­ 
tendent of schools. 
They say Colo­ 
rado voters, time and again, have reg­ 
istered their 
protest against women 
holding office. 
Equal suffrage is dead, 
they declare. 
Four women ran for the house of 
representatives recently, three of them 
on the Democratic ticket and the oth­ 
er ran on the Socialist ticket. All were 
defeated by decisive majorities. 
It was during Governor W aite’s ad­ 
ministration that equal suffrage was 
granted residents of Colorado. An act, 
passed Dec. 2, 1893, by a vote of 35, 
798 to 
29,451, accorded women 
the 
same voting rights as men. 
The legislature of 1895 had three f<’ 
male m em bers of the house, that of 
1S97 had two, while in 1899 only one 
woman was elected to that body, and 
none since then.
